It is true, that in as 
much as Laws are only to be executed by Men, 
they are liable to be ill executed ; but how fhall 
we help this? We cannot iavocate Angels to 
undertake this Truft ; and, fince we cannot, it 
ls in vain for us to repine at it, or to lofe tho‘e 
Benefits which do evidently refult from our 
Obedience to Laws, though they are not di- 
fenced by Perfons infallible. Such therefore as 
laying hold on a Misfortune incident to us as 
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avoid, endeavour to ridicule Gevernment out of 
the World, by reprefenting thofe who execute 
tas Monfters, and fuch as {ubmit to it as Slaves ;

from their taking away that whereby Society 
fubfifts, ‘The Awe of Magiftrates and Laws ; tor 
thefe are infeparable ; tor a Magifivate without 
Law, is a Tyrant ; as Law without a AMagiftrate, 
is a Dead Litter. 

As it is the End of Society to maintain its 
Members in the Pofleflion of their jutt Rights, 
fo they ought alfo to be maintained peaceably 
inthem. It is very poflible for Men to poffe!s 
what they do not enjoy ; for there is nothing 
more required in Poileflion, than that we have 
the Thing in our Power ; whereas Enjoyment 
implies that we are in guiet Poffefion, and not 
only have the Thing in our Power, but have 
it without Fear and without Interruption : Such 
then as in any Society inftil fuch Notions as 
tend to the queftioning the Rettirude of the 
Conftitution under which they live, fhake the 
very Foundations of Society, and, as they infpire 
Sufpicions in the People of the Right thofe who 
govern them have to their Dominioa ; to out of 
Regard to Self-Prefervation, whici: will be ever 
the Firft Law of Nature, they compel Gover 
nors to withdraw their Thoughts from the Care 
of the Publick, to watch over their own Satety. 
Thus they break the Bands which tie Subj-¢ 
to Sovercigns, and Sovereigns to Subjects ; they 
whifper away the Confidence which aione gives 
Spirit and Firmnef$ ro a Commonwealth, and, 
like all Backbirers and Slanderers, while they 
magnify the Inre. rity of their own Zeal, and the 
Ulefulnefs of their Intelligence, they enervate 
the natural Strength of th: Body Politick ; and 
therefore, though they may be: Friend, to their 
own Private Intereft by contriving how to fu 
ther it when Society comes to bz new-modelled, 
yet in labouring to fubvert that Form it wore 
when they were born, they prove themfelves no 
Friends to the People, at whofe Expence all fuch 
Changes are made, how lictle foever for their 
Profit. 

Tuere is yet another Criterion, whereby 
the Friends of Society, and confequently thie 
Friends of the People, may be diftinguifhed 
from their Foes, and this is the more valuable, 

ecaufe it it very eafy and plain: Iris, in few 
Words, the Spirit with which they f{peak. Ir is 
the Remark of Horace, in his Art of Poetry, That 
he who would affect another’s Pafficns, mutt 
be moved himfelf; ‘The Converfe of which 
ought certainly to be cfteemed a Maxim as w<li 
founded as this; and confequently we ought to 
pay no Refpe& tothe Difcourfes of fuch as in 
thofe very Difcourfes betray a very fmall Con- 
cern for the Matier about which they fpeak 
Ic is certain that Raillery and Ridicule are the 
Effe& of Indignation only, and not of any noble 
Pafhion; when therefore Perfons {peak on Points 
relating toGovernment and Society in low and 
ludicrous Terms, we may conclude that they 
are very angry with the Government, and have 
very little Regard for Society; if they had, 
this Regard would have got the better of their 
Indignation, they would not have jefted and 
quibbled, but would have lamented and be- 
moaned the Ruin of their Country. It is the 
common Opinion, That the Language of honeft 
Men is the Language of their Hearts; but I 
believe, on a thorough In:pection, it will be 
found that a//] Language is the euage of the 
Heavi; Or, to apply a divine Rule, which 
can never be better applied than for the Safety 
of the People, we oug’it to conclude with the 
infpired Writer, that out of the Abundance of the 
Heart the Mouth fpeaketh. It this therefore be 
fo, all arch Papers, poignant Pamphlets, ftinging 
Songs, and fprightly Speecles, are fo many In- 
dications of Rancour, Alalice, and private Spirit, 
which never yet did any Good to the People. 
Under Tyrannick Governments, where Society 
is not held together with anatural, but as it were 
with an Iron Band, fomething of this fort may 
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be allowed: But in that it may be allowed here, 
it is plain it cannot agree with free Govern- 
ments, as Violent Remedies are altogether inex- 
culable in any but Cafes of Extremity. Where 
therefore Men are at Liberty to deliver their 
Minds freely on Matters of Government, to 
point out any Errors they may obferve, and to 
demand, according to the Methods pcinted out 
by thofe Governments, the Redrefs of fuch Er- 
rors as they detect, if they will quit thefe fafe 
and open Roads for crooked and winding Paths, 
in which nothing but their private Pigues can 
lead them, the People have a Right to de- 
fpife, nay, and to punifh fuch Outcries as tend 
not to flew them their Danger, but to difurb 
them from their Bufinefs; I fay they have a Right 
to diftinguifh thefe Beutefeus from Patriots, 
and if they donot exert this Right, tho’ the 
Gevernment may feel the firft Blows, yer the 
Strokes of Faétion will in the End reach the 
People, and force them to undergo Vari-ty of 
Woes, “rill they do exert theie Right, and, by 
crufhing thefe Serpents, make way for tie Ke- 
eftablifhment of that mild and gentie Sway, 
which through their Hiffings they were fo far 
infaruated as to pulldown Thus I have done 
my belt to fhew that from clear and {elf-evizenr 
Principles, the Enemies of a People may be 
defery'd and knewn, whatever Masks or Di'guifts 
they may puton.

Confequences. To thefe Arguments of \o 2 
ral a Concern, thev added ethers, fill e 
perfi five. They offered Kouli Kan to ‘ ive 


him two or three Provinces, that bordered upon 
the Conquefts which were yielded to bim by 
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rerices, and having there feated themfelves in 
their Chairs of State, thofe of the Imperial 
Minifters being cover'd with Crimfon Damask, 
and thofe of the Ruffians with Purple Velvet, 
both the one and the other being adorned with 
Lace and Fringe of Silver, while the Turks fate 
after the Oriental Manner, upon magnificent 
Squabs ; the Count d’ORtein, the Emperor's Firft 
Plenipotentiary, read his Imperial Majefty’s Pro- 
pofals with a loud Voice, which being in Latin 
were tranflated by his Excellency’s Interpreter. 
The Reis-Effendi made Anfwer in the Turkifh 
Language, the Contents of which were explained 
to the Emperor’s Minifters by the Interpreter of 
the Porte. - Then M. de Schafhroff, one of the 
Ruffian Plenipotentiaries, made a very fine 
Speech, wherein he gave an Account of the 
Motives of the prefent War ; and fhewed the 
Neceflity of proceeding in earneft to the Con- 
clufion of a Peace, in Order to fave the Effufion 
of Human Blood: And thus ended the Firlt 
Seffion. f 

At the Third Conference, the Imperial and 
Ruffian Minifters moderated their Pretenfions 
confiderably ; and 

At the Fourth, they made a Scruple to con- 
tinue their Negociatiors with the Porte, upon 
Advice that the Grand Vizier was depoled, and 
another put in his Place ; and that thereupon 
the Plenipotentiaries of the Ottoman Porte made 
Anfwer, That they held their Commiffions from the 
Grand Seignior : That they would forthaith di/- 
patch One of their Principal Officers to Conttanti- 
nople, to infirm his Highne/s of what had paffed 
in the Four Conferences ; and that as foon as they 
received an Anfwer, they would communicate it to 
the Plenipotentiaries of the Emperoy and the Cza- 
rina. 

At the Fifth Conference, it is faid that the 
Plenipotentiaries of the Emperor and Rutha de- 
clared, That their Inftructions were to demand 
that the Uti Poffidet’s fhould be eftablifh’d as the 
Bafis of the Negotiations of Peace ; the Mini- 
fers of the Porte loudly exclaimed againit a 
Condition which appeared to them fo hard, and 
difadvantagious to the Grand Scignior ; and the 
Reis Effendi faid, Ir was better 10 break off the 
Conferences, tha to treat upon fuch a Fooring : 
Upon which Baron Dahlman took occafion to 
reprefent, that rhis Condition would not perhaps 
be rigoroufly infiftzd upon, and that he thought 
the Courts of Vienna and Petersburg might re 
linquifh fomething in that Article, if the Porte 
on her Side would facilitate the Conclufion of 
the Preliminaries. Couriers have been diipatch’d 
again from Nimerow to Vienna and Petersburg, 
for fuller Infiraétions on that Head, as well as 
on the Sufpenfion of Arms propos’d by the 
Turkith Plenipotentiaries. 

There have been great Difputes among the 
Turkith Clergy, about granting the Permiflion 
defired by the Janifaries to drink Wine during 
the War with the Chriftians ; and the fame 
was at lengthdecided in their Favour, and a 
Licenfe for that end delivered by the Mufti, 
importing, That the Grand Seignior’s Troops might, 
without cerogating from the Law of Mahomet, be 
allowed to drink Wine during the liar againft the 
Unbelievers, provided they made a mederate Ufe of 

fuch Licenfe, and drank Wine only to enable them 
better to fupport the Fatigues of the Campaign. 

They write from Caminieck, that they have 
Advice there, that the Turkith Minifter who 
was at Friuftad, to compliment the King of Po- 
land on his Acceffion to the Throne, was 
ftrangled at his Return to Choczim ; becaufe, 
fay they, he went upon that Embafly upon tle 
bare Orders of the Grand Vizicr, who is newly 
depofed, without any Authority for it from the 
Ottoman Porte. : 

Letters from Vienna fay, Prince Charles of 
Lorain continues ill at Pre bourg > thar the 
Court had juit received t.o Ex; vofles from Hun- 
pay the Advices whereof were rot made pub- 

ick ; but they fay, the Genera! Baron de Schmet- 
tau Is dead of the Diftemper of that Country ; 
That the Turkith Garifon of Widdin has soade 
a vigorous Salley upon the Troops that form’d 
the Blockade, and that Count Sec kendorf’s 
Army was but two Days March from the Fron- 


tier of Rofnia. 








The Letters front Vienna add, that the Em- 
prot has declared to the States of his Hereditary 
Duininiens, that tho” he had demanded 25,000 
Recruits of them, and Sooo Horfes to remount 
his Cavalry, to enable him to continue the War 
againft the Turks next Year, yet it would be 
more convenient for him to receive that Supply 
in Money, to be employ’d in lifting Men in the 
Empire to reinforce his Army. Accordingly 
the States of Auftria have furnifhed the Imperial 
Cheft with a confiderable Sum to buy 10,000 
Horfes; and there's a Talk of laying a Poll'Tax 
this Year throughout th: Hereditary Countries, 
if a Peace be not fpeedily concluded. 

They write from Tran/ylvania, that the Turks 
are for meft Part encamp'd in feveral Places be- 
tween the Niefter, the Pruth, and the Danube, 
in fuch Manner as to be able to unite either 
againft the Germans or Ruffians. And from 
Vienna, that the Prince of Saxe-Hilburghaufn 
is returned to Gradifca in Sclavonia, the Orders 
he had to advance towards Servia being rc~ 
voked. 

Letters from Drefden fay, they have certain 
Advice that Count dfunich, whofe Army con- 
tinues incamp’d about the River Bog, is pre- 
paring to fend his Troops into Quarters of Ke- 
trefhment; and that the Impe:ial Troops wiil 
make no farther Attempt in Hungary during this 
Campaign, in hopes that a Peace will be con- 
cluded with the Turks this Winter. 

Letters from J/adrid fay, that the King of 
Spain has impos’d on the —lergy of his Dominions 
an annual Tax of 150,000 Livres, to continue 
fo long as the War with the Moors on the 
Coaft of Africa fhall jaft. We are likewife 
confirmed by the fame Letters in the Report 
wiich we formerly mentioned in this Journal, 
of great Quantities of Siiver having been diico- 
vered In a Field near Sonora, with thefe farther 
Particulars, ‘That this rich Field is fituate be- 
tween two Hills, 200 Leagues Nerth-Weft of 
Mexico, in a Colony called Corodegrachi, and 
abounds with Silver mixed with Gold of a good 
Alloy: Amongft other Ingots and Wedges of 
this Metal, one has been found that weighs 
180 1b. which wiil be fent into Spain as it was

They write from //ancver, that M. Munich- 
fhauicn, a Minifter ot Srate, M. Tappe, Director 
of the Confiftory, and M. Mentzer, the Coun- 
feHor of the Confiitory, an¢ Chicf Paftor of the 
church in the Caitle, tet our the sth Inftant for 
Gottingen, where they were to make their Pub- 
lick Entry that Livening, and next Day to affitt 
at the folemn Ceremony of the Inauguration of 
that Univerfity. The ‘f'wo firft were velted with 
the Character of Envoys from his Britannick 
Majefty, as Elector of Hanover, and the Third 
was to preach the Inauguration Sermon, at the 
Church of the faid Univerfity. 

Letters from Hamburgh and Ccpenhagen fay,

they came to. And they add, that the King has 
rcfolved to reler this Attempt to the mature Con- 
fideration of fome other Powers, whether it be 
not convenient to fix Limits to the faid Comt- 
merce,

As it is the End of Society to maintain its 
Members in the Pofleflion of their jutt Rights, 
fo they oughr alfo to be maintained peaceably 
inthem. It is very poflible for Men to pofle!s 
what they do not enjoy ; for there is nothing 
more required in Poilcflion, than that we have 
the Thing in our Power ; whereas Enjoyment 
implies that we are in quiet Poffefion, and not 
only have the Thing in our Power, but have 
it without Fear and without Interruption : Such 
then as in any Society inftil fuch Notions as 
tend to the queftioning the Rettirude of the 
Conftitution under which they live, fhake the 
rery Foundations of Society, and, as they infpire 
Sufpicions in the People of the Right thofe who 
govern them have to their Dominion ; to our of 
Regard to Self-Prefervation, whici: will be ever 
the Firft Law of Nature, they compel Gover 
nors to withdraw their Thoughts from the Care 
of the Publick, to watch over their own Sate 
Thus they break the Bands which tie Subj. 
to Sovereigns, and Sovereigns to Subjects ; 1... 
whifper away the Confidence which uione gives 
Spirit and Firmnef$ to a Commonwealth, and, 
like all Backbiters and Slanderers, while they 
magnify the Inre. rity of their own Zeal, and the 
Ufefulnefs of their Intelligence, they enervate 
the natural Strength of th: Body Poiitick ; and 
therefore, though they may be Friends to their 
own Private Intereft by contriving how to fu 
ther it when Society comes to bz new-modelled, 
yet in labouring to fubvert that Form it wore 
when they were born, they prove themflves no 
Friends to the People, at whofe Expence all fuch 
Changes are made, how lictle foever for their 
Profit. 

Tuere is yet another Criterion, whereby 
the Friends of Society, and confequently the 
Friends of the People, may be diftinguifhed 
from their Foes, and this is the more valuable, 
becaule it it very eafy and plain: It is, in few 
Words, the Spirit with which they fpeak. Ir is 
the Remark of Horace, in his Art of Poetry, That 
he who would affect another’s Pafficns, mutt 
be moved himfelf; ‘The Converfe of which 
ought certainly to be «fteemed a Maxim as wli 
founded as this; and confequently we ought to 
pay no Refpe&t tothe Difcourfes of {uch as in 
thofe very Difcourfes betray a very fmall Con- 
cern for the Matier about which they fpeak. 
Ic is certain that Raillery and Ridicule are the 
Eff: & of Indignation only, and not of any noble 
Paffion ; when therefore Perfons {peak on Points 
relating to Government and Society in low and 
ludicrous Terms, we may conclude that they 
are very angry with the Government, and have 
very little Regard for Society; if they had, 
this Regard would have got the better of their 
Indignation, they would not have jefted and 
quibbled, but would have lamented and be- 
moaned the Ruin of their Country. It is the 
common Opinion, That the Language of honeft 
Men is the Language of their Hearts; but I 
believe, on a thorough In:pection, it will be 
found that al] Lanegsage is the Language of the 
Heart; Or, to apply a divine Rule, which 
can never be betrer applied than for the Safety 
of the People, we oug it to conclude with the 
infpired Writer, that out of the Abundance of the 
Heart the Mouth fpeaketh. It this theretore be 
fo, all arch Papers, poignant Pamphlets, ftinging 
Songs, and fprightly Speecties, are fo many In- 
dications of Razccur, Afalice, and private Spirit, 
which never yer did any Good to the P 
Under Tyrannick Governments, where Society 
is not held together with anatural, but as it were 
with an Iron Band, fomething of this fort may 
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be allowed: But in that it may be allowed here, 
it is plain it cannot agree with free Govern- 
ments, as violent Remedies are altogether inex- 
cufable in any but Cafes of Extremity. Where 
therefore Men at Liberty to deliver their 
Minds freely on Matters of Government, to 
point our any Errors they may obferve, and to 
demand, according to the Methods pcinted out 
by thofe Governments, the Redrefs of fuch Er- 
rors as they deteét, if they will quit thefe fafe 
and open Roads for crooked and winding Paths, 
in which nothing but their private Pigues can 
lead them, the People have a Right to de- 
fpife, nay, and to punifh fuch Outcries as tend 
not to flew them their Dancer, but to difurb 
them from theiv Bufinefs,; Ufay they have a Right 
to diftinguith thefe Bontefius from Patriots, 
and if they donot exert this Right, tho’ the 
Gcvernment may feel the firft Blows, yet the 
Strokes of Faétion will in the End reach the 
People, and force them to undergo Vari-ty of

Dr 
Coates, Dr. Hurton, and Dr. Bedford, Can- 
didates. Dr. Wharton was rechofen Treafurer 
Dr. Marte) Kegiftcr in the room of Dr. ‘Tyfon 
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The four Cenfors are Dr. Tyfon, Dr. Bourchier, 
Dr. Wharton, and Dr. Martel. 

The fame Day about 6 in the Evening, a 
Gentieman going in his Coach to Wandfworth, 
was attacked by two Foot Pads near Vauxhall, 
one of them had two Piftols, the other had none, 
and both put their Heads into the Coach, on 
which the Coachman jump’d from his Box and 
beat the Piftols out of his Hand, then, by the 
Affiftance of his Mafter, and a Countryman 
coming by, they were taken, tied Neck and 
Heels, put up in the Coach, and carried to 
Wandfworth, where being had before a Ma- 
giftrate they were committed to Gaol. 

Alfo the fame Day Mr. Waring, who kept

each other) which funk them down at once, 
and the Tilt, ’tis fuppofed, kept fome of the reft 
from rifing ; that there were alfo three Dogs in 
the Boat, which had been dipp’d by reafon of 
the fatal Bite of the mad Dog ; that he fcram- 
bled abour when in the Water, to catch hold 
of any thing to fave himielf ; but was twice 
put off from the Boat by the diggeft Dog ; that 
at laft he got hold of the Keel, the Bottom be- 
ing upwards, and there clung, till a Boat putting 
off from the Powder-Mills hard by, took him 
ip. The two Waterrren, as well as the Paf- 
fengers, are much regretted by all who knew 
them, being remarkably civil Fellows. 

On, Sunday laft two Boats going from London
